appointment «* Jehn McNulta by Judge 
Grosscup as receiver for the American Brew- 
ing company under conditions that may dis- 
rupt the Chicago and Milwaukee Brewérs’ 
aesociation;: and arguments before Judge 
Tuley in mandamus proceedings to compel 
the City Collector and Mayor Harrison to 
issue saloon licenses without requiring the 
bond to bear revenue war stamps. 


Decision of London Court. 

‘Most important among these bits of news 
i that from London conveyed in the fol- 
lowing cablegram: 

“London, March 6.—The Court of Appeal 
has upheld the decision of the lower court 
erdering the Peter Schoenhofen brewery to 
pay income tax on the entire profits of the 
business in Chicago, and not merely on the 
portion remitted to England.”’ 

This decision affects at least eight corpora- 
Hons doing business in Chicago, with a total 
and a 
total Of about 200 corporations doing busi- 
ness in the United States, but organized on 
the same plan. 

The result of the decision, attorneys inter- 


ested deciare, will be to hasten the process of .

Change to American Firms. 

Among the corporations which within the 
lmst two years have been changed back 
from English to American companies are 
ihe Chicago Packing and Provision ¢om- 
Pahy and the International Packing com- 
pany of this city, as well as a number of. 
Mtge New York concerns. . 

The tribute which under the British in- 
Some tax law is levied against the profits 
of American industries controlled by English 
eOmpanies amounts to seven pence to the

The decision rendered by the Court of Ap-

» In the entire number of companies affected 
it is estimated that more than $500,000,000 
8 invested, and of that sum nearly half is 
Owned by American capitalists. With aver- 
See earnings of 6 per cent a year for all 
these corporations that would mean gross 
profits of $30,000,000 a year. The 3 per cent 
income tax on this sum would be $900,000, 
and with half of the stock owned in America 
this would require American capitalists to 
pay the British government each year 
$450,000 out ofthe profits on their invest- 
ments in American igdustries. 


Mayer Discusses the Decision.

MoNulta Appointed Receiver. 

John MeNulta, receiver of the National 
Bank of Illinois, was appointed receiver of 
the American Brewing company late in the 
afternoon on a petition presented by Moran, 
Kraus & Mayer. General McNulta is named 
as orator in the bill,which is of a sensational 
character. It is set forth that a conspiracy 
has been entered into to wreck the Amer- 
ican Brewing company in favor of George 
A. Weiss, President of the company; John 
| H. Weiss, President of the Gottfried Brew- 
ing company; and others, to the prejudice of 
creditors holding a prior lien, . The appoint- 
ment of General McNulta is only temporary, 
Judge Grosscup issuing an order on the de- 
fendants, returnable next Friday. United 
States Marshal Ames last night took pos- 
session of the premises of the company at 
¥22 North Ashland avenue, ousting the 
Sheriff, who has been in control since the 
directors of the company agreed to quii 
business some time ago. The Chicago and 
Milwaukee Brewers’ association is also in- 
volved in the controversy which has arisen 
among the creditors. 

According to the statements in the Dill, 
George A. Weiss, as President 6f the Amer- 
ican cOmpany, has sold the trade and good 
will of his company to his brother, John H.

The National Bank of Illinois is named as 
one of the principal creditors of the Amer-

The bill. closes with the statement that all 
the tangible property of the company, valued 
at ovér $1,000,000, had been transferred to 
the Chicago Title and Trugt Company as 
trustees; that bonds to the amount of $425,- 
000 had been issued by the company, and 
that $381,000 of these bonds were held by 
the petitioner. It also prays that a stay be 
issued against all the defendants preventing 
them from disposing of or selling any of the 
property of the American company.

teen Men—Volunteers Meet Advance 

,Like Veterans—Insurgents Have in

STRENGTH OF PACIFIC FORCE.

DE. CADMAN’S VIEWS MAY DI- 
VIDE THE CHURCH. 


New York Pastor Declares That Rea- 
soning Men Cannot Accépt the Bible 
as Infallible, and His Colleagues in 
Public Assemblage Applaud the Ut- 
teyance—Attitude of Clergymen Is 
Significant—Controversy Expected 
as Result of the Address. | 


“New York, March 6.—[{Special.]—“ That 
theinerrancy and the infallibility of the Bible 
are no longer possible of belief among rea- 
soning men.” This proposition, the accept- 
ance of which will tear away the funda- 
mental pillar of Methodist theology, was 
urged in all force, sincerity, and enthusiasm 
this morning by the Rev. 8. P. Cadman, pas- 
tor of the Metropolitan Temple, before the 
regular weekly meeting of the Methodist 
ministers of New York. 

Four hundred of the leading ministers of 
New York and its vicinity, including the 
popular Edward G. Andrews, were present 
when Mr. Cadman’s paper was read. He 
was applauded when he got through. 

Mr. Cadman's paper was one of a series ion 
Bible criticism. This bold, portentous ut- 
terance—involving the most radical depart- 
ure from accepted tenets of the Methodist 
Church since its foundation—was made be- 
fore the most representative body of Metho- 
dist clergy in America. It included the vast 
majority of the preachers of Greater NeW 
York. 

It is the first announcement of an im- 
+ pending controversy which may shake the 
Methodist Church to its foundation stones. 
The acceptance of Dr. Cadman’s proposi- 
tion, heard with respect and applause by 
the New York ministers, is comparable to 
the suggestion of a new constitution for the 
‘United States. It places the Bible on the 
basis of historical works on other than dié- 
vine subjects; it rejects the authenticity of 
all parts of the holy scripture which are re- 
pugnant to human reason. 


True Source of Inspiration. 

The Speaker referred chiefly to the Old 
Testament, half of whose pages, he said, 
were of unknown authorship. The New 
Testament likewise contained contradic- 
tions. The Bible, the church, the ministry, 
he said, were agencies. The true source of 
inspiration was neither a book nor a church 
nor a ministry, but the ving Christ himself. 

Mr. Cadman insists that, whatever the 
church may decide on the question in the 
future it will not destroy the belief in the 
chief and final source of Christian inspira- 
tion, a belief in Christ, the Son of God. 

The speaker referred to the great change 
which had taken place in the methods of 
Bible criticism within the last fifty years. 
There should no longer be any confusion be- 
tween literary criticism and the criticism of 
inspiration. It had been said in former timcs 
by authorities of weight that the two crit- 
icisms conflicted. This was not true. They 
were not on thé same plane. Inspiration ap- 
pealed to the spiritual ear. Literary criti- 
cigm was addressed to an ascertainment of 
| facts from a human standpoint. 


. Authorship ’Partly in Doubt. 

The Bible, he said, was compiled much 
as is any other book. It was written from 
the record and witnesses of the time, It 
Impossible to determine the au- 

horship of muth of the Old Testament, 
Half of its pages, said Mr. Cadman,” 
of unknown authorship. The same was, in 
a measure, true of the New Testament. 
Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John differed 
in quoting words said to have been pro- 
nounced by Christ on a given occasion. 
Parallel passages were not alike. 

Mr. Cadman referred to that much dis- 
cussed question of Christ’s reference to the 
miracle of Jonah and the whale. Those 
who have ¢aken the Old Testament in its 
entirety, believing all and every part of it, 
have based their theology in part on Christ’s 
reference to Jonah, when in Matthew, xii., 
39 and 40, he said: 

‘But he answered and said unto them: 
‘An evil and adulterous generation seeketh 
after a sign, and there shall no sign be 
given to it but the sign of the prophet Jonas.’ 

‘*‘For as Jonas was three days and three 
nights in the whale’s belly, so shall the ton 
of man be three days and nights in the 
heart of the earth.” 

There had been, the preacher said, a great 
conflict on this speech of C 


Point of Contention. 

It had been plainly a bone of contention 
because, as a matter of fact, Christ did not 
remain in the earth three days and three 
nights, but two nights and aday. Mr. Cad- 
man said that he had settled the matter in 
his own mind by saying that he was willing 
to suffer from the disease of suspended judg- 
ment so long as he knew that Christ did 
arise. It would always be impossible to 
reconcile the facts of Christ’s burial with 
the facts of his alleged statement, and it 
would be forever useless to discuss whether 
he had ever said what St. Matthew attrib- 


Matthew quoted Christ as saying he would 
lie. But this should never deter Christian 
men from believing in the Christ and in his 
life. 

When Luther separated his followers from 
papacy he had turned from priests and 
priestly interpretations of the Bible to the 
book itself. He had placed the Bible before 
mankind as the source affd authority for in- 
spiration. Mr. Cadman said he regretted 
that these early fathers of Protestantism 
had not gone further and urged as the high- 


Trend of Modern Thought. 

The speaker said that the trend of thought 
in the Methodist Church during the last fifty 
years had been toward a better knowledgo 
and a newer view of Christ himself rather 
than of the Bible. He said that there had 
been a vast increase in the number of the 
* Lives of Christ” in the last decade; that 
the energy and force of Christ as the in- 
carnation of God was becoming better 
understood,.every day. He regarded as in- 
evitable a restatement and a rejudgment of 
the church on the infallibility and inerrancy 
of the Bible. 

Science’s contribution to the knowledge 
oh mankind was hand in hand with a belief 
in God. By this statement he did not mean 
to agree with those philosophers who had 
used the word God ag a peg on which to 
hang their vagaries, but nevertheless he be- 
lieved in the demonstration of God in the 
seas, in the mountains, in the various forms 
of life on this planet. 

There were the means of salvation outside 
of and beyond and before the Bible. God 
had saved souls before the Bible was writ- 
ten. That must be conceded by every one. 

“When we come to know God it is no 
longer necessary to know him through any 
book,” gaid he, “ but the book then will be- 
come afi the more precious for having been’ 
“the means of our knowing God.”

This provides, in brief, for a declaration for 
the gold standard, thé segregation of the 
gold reserveso that greenbacks redeemed in 
gold will be held in the Treasury as the 
equivalent of gold; the reduction in the tax 
on circulation to a quarter of 1 per cent or 
less; an increase in national bank circulation 
up to the par value of the bonds deposited, 
and a provision fur the establishment of 
national banks with a minimum capita) of 
$25,000 in small towns. These features em- 
brace all those directly recommended by the 
President, and omit the asset-banking 
scheme as pushed by Secretary Gage and the 
Indianapolis conference.

“At present the health of the army is ex- 
cellent,”’ said Surgeon General Sternberg.

Anticipations of a full year long that had 
been fed with the honeyed words Eastern 
critics scraped and raked together or coined 
in an effort to give an adequate description | 
of Miss Maude Adams’ impersonation of 
Lady Babbie in J. M. Barrie’s ‘“‘ The Little 
Minister ’’ proved insufficient as a foretaste 
of the dramatic treat the audience enjoyed 
at Powers’ Theater last evening. 

The hopes of Chicago theatergoers were 
keyed up toa high pitch of expectancy by the 
reports they had read of the 300-night per- 
formances to standing room audiences in 
the Garrick Theater in New York and the 
ensuing 100 nights of continued triumph en- 
joyed by Miss Adams at the Hollis Street 
Theater in Boston, but those who had not en- 
joyed the good fortune of seeing the play 
before hardly expected to witness so de- 
lightful a performance as was given at the 
opening night in this city. 

To the fashionable audience that filled 
Powers’ playhouse, the performance was 
almost as complete a surprise as if the play 
had never been produced before, because 
Miss Adams’ work in Mr. Barrie’s play is 
unique of its kind, and consequently is not 
capable of being imagined beforehand. 

One might exhaust the list of adjectives 
in the dictionary without conveying an ade- 
quate impression of her Lady Babbie, the 
gypsy, the girl of the Roman berries. The 
audience followed her with intent eyes, 
laughed until the tears came at her elfish- 


hess and arch roguishness, and then wept 


again from sympathy in the heart scenes. 
When Babbie came singing and dancing 
through Caddam Woods into the life of 
Gavin Dishart there was a ripple of ap- 
plause, which soon ceased, so not a single 
morsel of the feast might be wasted. 

In less time than it takes to tell it, she 
completely captured the house, and had all 
the auditors laughing as gayly as if they 
themselves had been in Caddam Woods to 


see her make the little minister blow the 


horn and warn the turbulent Thrums weav- 
ers of the approach of the redcoats. 

The first curtainfall came as a disagree- ' 
able interruption. The audience hardly 


roused in time to applaud. 


At the Wishing Well. 


So it went on through the refreshing scenes 
between Gavin and Babbie and Nannie 
Webster until little Micah Dow’s interview 
at the wishing well with the woman he 
wished in hell because she had come be- 
tween Gavin Dishart and his congregation 
and had driven Micah’'s father, Rob Dow, 
back to the drink. Then if there were dry 
eyes they were few and one would not be 
proud to claim them. 

The triumph enjoyed by Miss and 
the others in the cast affected the audience 
Mke the development of a musical theme, 
say one of Beethoven's symphonies. The 
witchery of h@r work in the third act com- 
pleted the victory. The moment the situa- 
tion was completely unfolded the audience 
burst forth in hearty hand~-clapping, not the 
perfunctory tapping together of gloved 
fingers. One recall was followed by another. 
At about the fifth rise of the curtain the 
young atar brought out with her Mr. Jepson 
and Mr. Irving, who had the rdéles of Lord 
Rintoul and Captain Halliwell, but this did 
not satisfy. Then Mr. Edeson, who played 
Gavin Dishart, who had left the scene long 
before the curtain fell, came out, and the ap- 
plause was redoubled. The audience was 
not satisfied until Miss Adams had made her 
bow three times more. 


Play Worthily Presented. 


There is a feeling of personal satisfaction 
in witnessing the success of so worthy a play 
so worthily produced. It has never been ad- 
vertised in a meretricious way, and in her 
stellar career of eighteen or twenty months 
in this play Miss Adams has never required 
the aid of puffery. One never hears of her 
jewels, her personal life, or hergowns. Nor 
does Miss Adams owe her success even in 
part to extraordinary beauty. She is slight 
and rather thin, and piquant and interesting . 


in person and manner rather than pretty. @ 


One who has read the play or the book upon 
which it is founded will readily appreciate 
the drawback in a lack of personal charms 
equal to those attirbuted to Babbie. It never 
occurred to one who saw the play given to 
think whether-the actress were beautiful or 


not. She was ho longer Miss Adams, she was 


Babbie, and if the author had failed to de- 
scribe her so much the worse for the author. 
Individuality appears to be the keynote of 
the young .star’s impersonation, but this 
conveys no impression at all, for it is difficult 
to think of Miss Adams in“ The Little Min- 
ister’” as the same who with John Drew 
delighted in *“*‘ Rosemary last year. 
In her Babbie, the gypsy is a palpable 
sham. She is as completely two persons in 
the réle, however, as it would be easy to 
conceive of. With consummate art she 
keeps Gavin on the verge of suspecting she 
is not a roving child of the woods, but never 
permits him to guess who she really is. Tears 
and laughter, real and pretended, playful- 
ness and garnestness alternate with her like 


Mr, 


light and darkness in consecutive lightning 


flashes. 

Mr. Edeson is an ideal Gavin Dishart. He 
did not exaggerate either sternness or 
playfulness in the diminutive young auld 
Licht clergyman’s composite makeup. 

The entire cast is superb. It is rare that 
one finds minor réles so well developed as 
they were in last night’s performance. Mr. 
Thompson as Thomas Whamond, chief 
elder; Mr. Fawcett as Rob Daw, Jessie 
Mackaye as Micah, and Mr. Carter as An- 
drew Mealmaker stand out as living beings 
with perfect individuality. Another delight- 
ful impersonation was that of Nannie Web- 
ster by Kate Ten Eyck. Even the servants’ 
réles were carried by artists. Mr. Jepson 
and Mr. Irving also did fuil justice to their 
roles. 

It would be difficult to improve on the play 
from the point of view of dramatic con- 
struction. When one considers it is Mr. 
Barrie’s maiden effort, his success is not 
short of marvelous. The production is on a. 
scale expected of Mr. Frohman. 

In writing the story Mr. Barrie seems to 
have troubled himself little with the ques- 
tion of plausibility. Having invested him- 
self in the garb of a family chronicler, who 
is insipid enough to be veracious, he appears 
to have relied on the saying, “ Truth is 
stranger than fiction.’’ As dramatist, how- 
ever, it was Mr. Barrie's concern not to ap- 
pear to be truthful, but to construct a plausi- 
ble plot. 

The reader of the book is compelled to 
promounce the final outcome inherently im- 
possible and only sen ntally satisfactory. 
It is the old fairy tale, “‘ and lived happily 
ever afterward,” over again. By his weak- 
ness and imprudence, not to speak of his 
blind fatalism, Mr. Dishart prepared ruin 
for himself and his self-sacrificing invalid 
mother, and it required a cloudburst to right 
matters.

FRONTAGE PROVISION NOT REPEALED. 
Governor Tanner seems to be under an 


impression that if he signs the bill to re- 
peal the Allen law what is known as the 


frontage section in the cities and villages 
Act will be repealed “ by implication.” That 
is the provision that the Counci! shal) not 
grant a traction company the right to lay 
down its tracks on a street unless the con- 
sent of the owners of a majority of the 
frontage has been secured. According to 
the Springfield dispatches the Governor is 
afraid that if that salutary provision is re- 

| pealed City Councils will turn over at once 
to the traction companies in Ohicago and 
other cities all the streets they want, with- 
Out the consent and even against the wishes 
of the property-owners. 

The Governor need not borrow any trou- 
ble on this seore.. Repeals “by implica- 
tion” are not favored by the courts, and 
the courts most assuredly would not hod 
that the provision in question was repealed 
by the bill which is now before the Gov- 


ernor for bis sigunture. There is at the 


end of that bill the customary clause re- 
, pealing all acts and parts of acts which are 


in conflict with it, but the frontage section 


does conflict ‘with anything in the bill. 
‘There is a Supreme Court decision which 
meets al) the Governor's objections.

A BILLION AND A HALF DOLLARS. 

The appropriations voted by the last 
Congress aggregate $1,566,000,000. Of 
this sum 48244 millions is chargeable direct- 
ly or indirectly to the war with Spain. 
Therefore the ordinary appropriations 
amount to $1,084,300,000, while those of 
the preceding Congress aggregated $1,- 
044,500,000, or almost 40 millions less than 
its successor. The Fifty-fifth Congress 
also authorized contract liabilities, the 
money to meet which will have to be voted 
by future Congresses to the amount of 
70% millions. These liabilities are for 
public buildings, river and harbor im- 
provements, new ships, etc. The Fifty- 
fourth Congress also authorized contract 
liabilities, but not to the same amount. — 

This increase of appropria- 
tions by the last Congress is viewed quite 
differently by the Republican chairman of 
the Committee on Appropriations and by 
the leading Democratic member of that 
committee. The latter—Mr, Dockery of 
Missouri—descants on the “ stupendous ag- 
gregate” and “ appalling total” of appro- 
priations, and intimates that the result 
may be “ overwhelming disaster to the Re- 
publican party at the ensuing election.” 
Chairman Cannon, on the other hand, con- 
tends that the increase of 39% millions in 
the ordinary appropriations was “ natural 
and necessary” and was “demanded by 
the people.” The increase ‘is due, he states, 
to larger. appropriations for pensions, the 
Postoffice department, and the navy, for 
the construction of needed public build- 
ings, taking. the census, paying claims, im- 
proving .“ the great waterways,” and for. 
the Paris exposition. . 

Mr. Cannon is nearer right than Mr. 
Dockery is. The latter does not seem 
willing to admit that the expenses of the 
United States must increase as its popula- 
tion does. It costs more to do all that has 
to be done for seventy-five million people 
than for sixty or sixty-five millions. 
Nevertheless, if Mr. Cannon had been able 
to have his way, many of the appropria- 
tions which he speaks of as “ natural apd 
‘necessary increases’ would not have been 
made. He did what he could to keep down 
expenses. He warned Congress that there 
would be a large revenue deficit for this 
fiscal year and a smaller deficit for the 
next fiseal year. Not as much heed was 
taken of that warning as there should have 
been. 

It is nonsense to say that the appropria- 

tion for the payment of the stale French 
spoliation claims was necessary or that 
“the people”? demanded that it be made. 
The claimants and the claim agents were 
the ones who made the demand. Nor did 
“the people” clamor for the new public 
buildings which are costing so much money, 
nor was there any general demand for 
most of the river and harbor jobs appro- 
priated for. “The improvement of the 
great waterways of the country ” is legiti- 
‘mate. and proper, but Mr. Cannon is not 
ighorant of the amount of money spent 
on small waterways which lack both water 
and commerce and on harbors where ships 
will never go. 

For extravagant appropriations of this 
kind by the last Congress and by ‘preced- 
ing Congresses there is no party responsi- 
bility. The popularity-seeking members of 
both the great political organizations unite 
in voting for lax pension. legislation and 

‘in supporting river and harbor and public 
buildings jobs for the benefit of their dis- 
tricts, or, rather, for their own benefit, 
for they hope thereby to secure their re- 
nomination and retlection. There is no 
politics in the “ pork barrel.” Mr. Dockery 


sponsibility for the bad appropriations of 
the last Congress should be about equally 
divided between the two parties. 

The heavy expenditures incident to the 
Spanish war should have checked to some 
extent the eagerness of Congressmen to 
secure appropriations for local and per- 
sonal objects. When the country was 
spending 482% millions over and above 
ordinary expenses there should have been 
a serious effort on the part of Congress 
to economize in all possible ways. It 
could have reduced the expenses of the 
Postoffice department by passing the Loud 
bill. There are other money-saving 
measures which it could have adopted, 
but did not, partly because it was too 
much taken up with the war and partly 
because rigid economy is not a Congres- 
sional virtue. But while the sum total of 
the appropriations is large, all but a few 
of them were “natural and necessary,” 
and the work of the Congress will not be 
criticised severely by the people. .

Dispatches indicate that the other 
little daughter, Elsie, 3 years of agé, may 
survive. 


ITALY’S MOVE IN CHINA. 

The announcement that Italy has landed 
a body of marines at San Mun Bay and has 
taken possession of that point in defiance of 
the refusal of the Chinese Foreign office 
adds fresh impetus to the rapidly approach- 
ing dissolution of the Chinese empire. The 
most remarkable element of the situation 
is the fact that Great Britain appears to be 
supporting Italy’s demand, though the 
Italian concession is in the Yangtse district, 
claimed by the British as their ultimate 
share if China is divided. The motive is 
supposed to be one of retaliation on Russia 
for its recent protest against England’s loan 
of £2,500,000 secured on the New Chwang 
railway. This is a curious way for Great 
Britain to show its displeasure, unless it 
presages the joining of all the other powers 


against Russia and France in this fight for 


Chinese territory. _. 

At the same time Germany is making 
active preparations to enlarge its sphere of 
influence at Kiao Chou, with a formidable 
feet of cruisers to enforce its demands. 
China; is as powerless to refuse the one de- 
mand as the other. Yet both will alike in- 
cite the other powers to new reprisals, not 
against each other, but against China. Rus- 
sia already has ifs grip irrevocably upon ail 
that portion of the empire north of the great 
wall, On the south France continues to 
extend its Tonquin sphere of influence, its 
latest proposition being to build a railway 
into Yunnan. The immediate effect of this 
will be to expedite the building of a British 
railway into the same province. 

This process of Chinese disintegration has 
gone on without a pause ever eince the 
victory of little Japan revealed.the inertness 
of China. It is absolutely certain that if 
it is left to its own resources China will 
speedily melt away and be absorbed by the 
European powers, the same as Africa. Rus- 
sia started the present series of aggressions 
when it seized Port Arthur and the Liao 
Tung Peninsula out of Japan’s hands at the 
close of the war. Russia continues to be 
the aggressor that is forcing China to its 
ruin. The Russian government is at the 
present moment pandering to the weakness 
and intolerance of the Manchu dynasty, 
and thus helping it to totter to its fall. Rué- 
sian politicians make no secret of their 
hope to seize the whole of Asia. In the 
presence of such a project there is nothing 
left for the other powers to do but to go 
into the grab game on their own account 
if they do not wish to see themselves ulti- 
mately overshadowed and-rushed by the 
Russian*bear. | 

Nothing is more certain than that the 
period cannot be far remote when the mo- 
menutous decision will have to be as 
to the point beyond which Rugsia wil] have 
to be forbidden to go. The coming of that 
crisis is inevitable. Every new develop- 
ment like the presént only hastens it. 
Whether that ultimatum is to come in ‘the 
form of a united demand from the other 
powers for the integrity of China or in the 
form of a bold seizure of the rest of the 
empire by these powers is something to 
be determined.; The important point for 

e United States is the fact that we are 
vitally interested in the outcome and must 
take some sort of action in the matter 
whether we wish to or not. : 

Every new aggression in China brings us 
closer to the time when we shall find our 
commerce shut out of Asia. It is time we 
were deciding what we intend to do when 
that crisis comes, for its coming is certain if 
we allow things to drift as they are now 
going. Lord Beresford and other British 
statesmen are urging us to join in a triple 
or quadruple alliance to forbid the further 
partition of China. Demetrius C. Boulger 
is given the ta ei place in the cur- 
rent North American Review for a strong 
article in which he urges the necessity for 
the United States to be prepared to heip 


“save the pieces” when China breaks up, 


even going so far as to suggest Foochow 
and Amoy, with their hinterlands, as the 
particular portion to be seized by America. 
There is no denying that our possession of 
the Philippines adds to the iiveliness of our 
interest in this great Asiatic problem. If 


we have really started out to take our part 


in the great modern contest for commercial 


supremacy we must bold our own in Asia

GERMANY’S FRIENDLY ACTS. 
Kaiser Wilhelm's evident desire to bring 
Germany and the United States into closer 
and more cordial relations will be warmly 
reciprocated by the American people. His 


tacit admission of Admiral von Diederichs’ | 
overgealousness at Manila, as seen in the 


withdrawal of the German squadron and 
the superseding of commander, is 


abundant proof of his good faith, if any 


had been wanting. The German Kaiser's 


action in intrusting all German interests 


in the Philippines to the American authori- 
ties is the final link in the chain of good 
understanding which both nations desire 
to see maintained. 

In appointing Prince Henry to the 
supreme command of the German Asiatic 
squadron the Kaiser has killed two birds 
with one stone. He has banished the last 
vestige of misunderstanding between 
America and Germany on the score of the 
Philippines, and he has at the same time 
concentrated his naval forces in Asiatic 
waters at Kiao Chou with the evident in- 
tention of extending the German sphere of 
influence in China. The United States can- 
not fail to feel a lively interest in both 


| phases of the matter, but the one of most 


immediate significance is the expression of 
friendliness. The move is regarded in 
Berlin diplomatic circles as a personal ex- 
pression’ of the Emperor's desire to see 
the American and German nations united 
by close ties of friendly intercourse. It 
has been thus regarded by Americans and 
those of German birth have naturally 
looked with especial pleasure upon the dis- 
appearance of what at one time looked like 
a possible misunderstanding between the 
two natidns. 

The United States government has 
never doubted the good faith of the German 


government, but it needed the assurances 


of Baron von Biilow and of the Kaiser 
himself to remove the unpleasant impres- 
sion left among the people by certain 
officious acts of Admiral von Diederichs 
at.Manila during the war. These assur- 
ances have been tendered in a style that 
appeals to all Americans, and we shall 
probably hear no more of the sensational 
stories that formerly tended to breed en- 
mity between Germany and the United 
States. The American government has 
already given abundant proof of its de- 
sire to bring about close commercial rela- 
tions with Germany. If there had been 
any real enmity between the two gov- 
ernments the Samoan episode could easily 
haye led to bitterness. Nothing of that 
sort has happened, however, and both na- 


| tions have acted upon the sensible theory 


that commercial friendliness was worth 


‘more than the whole Samoan group. 


It is to be hoped that the policy of 
conciliation now inaugurated by Germany 
may lead to the satisfactory settlement 
of certain minor commercial grievances on 
both sides.. The ties of race and interest 
between the two nations are too close to 
make any but the most. cordial relations 
tolerable. It is to the mutual advantage 
of Germany and the United States that they 
should be on the mast friendly terms of 
commercial interchange, and the American 
people avill certainly continue to meet the 
Kaiser’s advances fully half way. 


WAGES ARE RISING. 

John P. Altgeld, candidate for Mayor, 
stated in a speech made by him last 
Saturday that “ wages have fallen.” If 
they have, his election as Mayor will not 
raise them; so the question of wages has 
no place in his campaign unless he is in 
favor of raising the wages or salaries of 
city employés, which certainly have not 
fallen. But when Altgeld made the remark 
quoted above, he forgot that he was run- 
ning for the Mayoralty, and remembered 
that he was a free silverite, an advocate 
of the theory that the wages of working- 
men are raised when paid in debased, low- 
grade money.

The dread of those less than half value 
silver dollars Altgeld wants to put in circu- 
lation helped to bring’on a panic which 
played havoc with work and wages. The 
present situation is not described, however, 
by the phrase “ wages have fallen,” but 
by the phrase “ wages are rising.” Ap- 
parently Altgeld does not read the papers 
or he would notice how wages are ad- 
yancing in steel and iron mills, in cot- 
ton and tinplate mills, and in other in- 
dustries. The additional wages paid, too, 
are in fall gold value money. Altgeld does 
not believe wages ought to go up under 
the gold standard. Therefore he declines 
to see that they are going up. 

Probably not one of the wage workers 
to whom he spoke could say with truth, 
“My wages have fallen.” Most of them, 


if they were asked, would reply that they. 


are getting—or will get when the build- 
ing season opens—Detter wages than they 


ever got before. So Altgeld’s dogmatic 


assertion that “ wages have fallen ” must 
have surprised his hearers. But they are 
accustomed to extraordinary remarks from 
him, and hence did not interrupt him to 
ask “‘whose wages have fallen?” 
they done so he would have been stumped 
for an answer.

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


Gunboat as a Factor of Peace and Ciy- 
flization in the Philippines Viewed. 
in the Light of Past Experience. 


Sir: As Admiral Dewey took the lead last 
year in acquiring the Philippines, so ncw: he 
is ready to take the lead in promoting their 
peace and civilization. His latest suggestion 
is an excellent and sagacious one. 

There are over 1,200 isiands in the archi- 
pelago. They are separated from one another, 
some by brvad arms of the sea, others. by 


Narrow straits and sounds. They are in- 
habited by various tribes or nations, difter- 


ing from each other in race, religion, and 
character. The towns built by the Spaniards 
are in the harbors and near the coasts. The 
native villages are also largely scattered 


along the various Island shores. The interior 


is more sparsely inhabited. A fleet of light- 
draft gunboats, able to penetrate these 
channels, could patrol the waters and prac- 
tically have the control of the archipelago. 

We had a similar experience thirty years 
ago. When we purchased Alaska we found 
the southern portion of that immense region 
an archipelago of densely wooded islands. 
It was by no means so vast or so populous as 
the Philippine Archipelago, but its people 
were similarly located. The Russian posts 
and settlements were in the harbors. The 
villages of the natives were scattered along 
the shores, fer-they depended largely on the 
salmon catch for their Mvitg. 


When General Davis was sent up with two 


or three companies of United States troops 
to replace the Russian garrisons there was 
some apprehension that it would prove 4 
dangerous and difficult undertaking. There 
were said to be 20,000 or 80,000 armed native 
warriors. Why might they not band to- 
gether to resist American occupancy and 
drive this handful of troops into the sea? 

General Davis established his headquar- 
ters at Sitka, and the tirst discovery he made 
was that there was no united Alaskan na- 
tion seeking independence or anything else. 
The population was made up of different 
tribes, jealous of and often hostile to one 
another. The Chilkats were on the verge of 
war with the Kalosh; the Thiinkets were dis- 
trustful of both; the Aleuts held little com? 
munication: with the mainland; the inland 
tribes could not come down to the coast t? 
barter their furs for fish without paying 
tribute to the tribes on the shoré, The first 
task before General Davis was keep the 
peace and to avoid being drawn into tribal 
wars. 

One day a friendly chief, who had come 
down to Sitka and was visiting the head- 
quarters, was invited to witness the soldiers 
drill in the public square. He looked on in 
silence, but presently said to the General: 

“You no ought work your men here on 
land with guns. You ought work them on 
water with canoes.’’ 

In fact, that was the key of the situation. 
The troops could never control the territory 
by marching through thick forests, unknown 


mountain passes, and marshy plains. But 


armed vessels, patrolling the bays, sounds, 
and rivers, could, in a few hours, reach any 
village and have it under their guns. 

Acting on the reports from its army offi- 
cers, the government at Washington dis- 
patched naval and revenue cutters 
to Alaska. It has had some of the latter 
there ever since. There has been no out- 
break that was not easily quelled. Tribal 
wars were soon ended, and no one rejoiced 
more than the natives themselves at the fa- 
cilities for intercourse, trade, travel, and 
education thus opened to them. Today the 
missionaries, the teachers, the miners, the 
explorers, and the tourists go from one end 
of the Territory to the other, and from Klon- 
dike to Bering Strait, without molestation by 
natives of any tribe, but welcomed and aided 
by them all. 

Let the Admiral have his gunboats. They 
are potent factors for peace and civiliza- 


.tion. They will save us millions of dollars 


and hundreds of lives. 

If we are to solve the “ Philippine prob- 
lem,”’ we should begin by disabusing our- 
age of false notions and crude ideas about 
t. 
fighting for independence, For the most 
part, the Filipinos do not know what a re- 
public is or whet independence means. We 
are not going there to crush a patriotic peo- 
ple struggling for liberty. We are going 
there to liberate a race that has groaned for 
centuries under native tyranny, veneered 
over during more centuries by Spanigh half 
civilization and misrule. The tesk isa great 
one, but it is one worthy of the energies of 
the people of a great republic, founded on 

‘the belief that “liberty enlightening the 
world ”’ is not a phrase but a fact.—Fred-

Senate Committee Makes Public the 
Secretary of the Navy’s De- 
fense of Sampson. ‘ 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—The Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs today made 
public Secretary Long's second letter in the 
Sampson-Schiey controversy, this communi- 
cation being in reply to Admiral Schley’s 
letter. With reference to Admiral Schiey's 
mention of Admiral Sampson's letter of May 
20, and the inference that the department 
has withheld that letter, the Secretary says 
thet the letter was not in the possession 
of the department on Feb. 6, nor was its 
existence known to the department at tlat 
time; that it was in the possession of Ad- 
miral Schley until the 9th of February, when 
it was sent to the department, and that in 
its instructions with regard to maintain- 
ing the blockade of Cienfuegos it was not 
more explicit than the letter of Admiral 
Sampson of May 19, which accompaniéd 
of the department of

the day after it was written, Admiral Samp- 
son sent orders to Commodore Schley, in 
duplicate, which orders were received by 


* Commodore Schiey during the early fore- 


noon of the 23d and 24th respectively, di- 
recting Commodore Schley to proceed with 
all dispatch, but cautiously, to Santiago, if 
satisfied that the Spanish squadron was not 
at Cienfuegos. These orders, he says, re- 
voked the instructions to blockade Cien- 
fuegos contained in the letters of the 19th 
and 20th. In obedience to these instruc- 
tions the flying squadron left Cienfuegos on 
the afternoon of the 24th, but did not reach 
the immediate vicinity of Santiago until the 
morning of the 20th of May. y 

**It will be seen,’ says Secretary Long, 
“that Rear Admiral Schley’s statement to 
the Senate does not show that he started 
to return to Key West and signaled to the 
squadron to that effect, and so informed 
the department, and it might. be inferred 
that he immediately obeyed that order and 
ascertained the presence of the enemy at 
Santiago. 

* On the contrary, his telegram, dated May 
28 and written ‘May 27, shows that, though 
having just received the telegram of the de- 
partment, and having on hand a sufficient 
supply of coal to return to Key West, he 
réported that he could not obey the order, 
and continued to proceed towards Key West. 
However, it later became. evident to him 
that this was unnecessary, and he resumed 
the mhovement towards Santiago.”’ | 

Admiral Schiey’s’ mention of the signal 
by Admiral Sampson, “ Disregard move- 
ments of Commander-in-Chief,”’ is declared 
to be one which is frequently made in squad- 
ron and is never held as in any sense a re- 
linquishment of command. 

Annexed to the letter from the Secretary 
is one from Captain Sigsbee in reply to Ad- 
miral Schiey’s declaration that in the opin- 
jon of Sigsbee Cervera’s fleet was not in 
Santiago harbor.

HUSBAND KILLS INVALID WIFE. 


Michael Senter Declares He Shot His 
Spouse Accidentally—Police In- 
| ‘clined to Believe Him. 


While his five children were gathered 
about the breakfast table in his modest 
little fat in the basement, 3139 Fox street, 
yesterday morning, Michael Senter, in an- 
other room, fired a bullet into his wife's 
brain, killing her instantly. There were no 
witnesses to the shooting, which Senter 
claims was accidental. He was locked up 
at.the Thirty-fifth Street Police Station to 
await the action of the Coroner’s jury. 

Senter, who is 50'years old, is a laborer in 
the Stock-Yards. His wife had beer an in- 
valid for some time and the neighbors de- 
clare he had always been a kind and in- 
dulgent husband. Yesterday morning he 
arose as. usual and assisted in preparing 
breakfast. It was nearly 6 o’clock when he 
finished eating, and, kissing his wife, he 
pre_ared to go to work. He walked into the 
front room, and picked up @n old revolver 
which he had placed on a table the night 
before and which, he says, he thought was 
not loaded. 

The children had been playing with the 
weapon and had left the hammer raised. 
While he was handling the weapon he called 
to his wife, who went to join him.. As she 
crossed the threshold entering the room the 
weapon was discharged and she sank to 
the floor with a groan. 

The frightened children cautiously peered 
into: the room and saw their mother lying 
still upon the floor and their father upon his 
knees by her side, chafing her hands and 


eggi her to speak’ to him.

above, heard the shot and ran down-stairs. 


When he entered the little room Senter had 
placed the dead woman on a sofa in a sit- 
ting posture. and was on his knees before 
her..

Talks on “ Cranmer and the Reforma- 
tion ” Before a Large Audience in 
Grace Episcopal Church.

Albany, N. Y., March 6.—The most signifi- 
cant testimony adduced at the trial today 
of Mrs. Cody, charged with blackmailing the 
Gould heirs, was that of David N. Carvalho, 
a handwriting expert, who; by a chemical 
test in the presence of the jury, showed 
that the record in the book of the Cooper- 
ville Church had been erased and changed, 
and that the name of Mary Brown, the sup- 
posed wife of Jay Gould, had been written 
over a blank space; the word “‘ ijlegitimate ”’ 
changed to “‘ legitimate,’’ and in the place 
where the name of the mother of the child 
had originally been written was interpel- 
lated the name “ Jay Gould.”’ 

This evidence, in connection with the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Hoyle of Rouse’s Point, that 
the original Sarah Ann Brown was dead, and 
that Mrs. Angell, the pretender to the name 
of Gould, is only a niece of the woman who 
was mentioned in the already disputed birth 
notice, put the case of the defehse in an 
almost hopeless condition.

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NEW MARTS FOR WHEELS. 


REPORTS SHOW DEMAND 
FOR BICYCLES IN ALL LANDS. 


American Manufacturers Sell Majority 
of Machines in Many Foreign Coun-~ 
tries—Workmen of France, Switzer- 
land, and Sweden Ride, but Tama- 
tave, Madagascar, Has Only Two 
Seorchers—Introduced by European 
Residents at Aden and Singapore. 


The United States department, 


answer to inquiries made by a Chicago trade 
journal, has prepared a report on ** Bicy- 
les in Foreign Countries,” which shows the 
introduction of the wheel into the remotest 
countries seems to be general. The Euro- 
pean reports are from France, Switzerland, 
and Sweden, and contain the information 
that the bicycle has outgrown its former 
Dlace as the luxury of the rich, and is in use 
by the common people. Reports from Aden, 
Madagascar, and the Straits Settlements 
show that bicycles follow the Europeans, 
"but are being only slowly adopted by na- 
tives. 

W. A. Prickitt, Consul at Rheims, France, 
gays the importation of wheels from Ameri- 
ca is rapidiy increasing, while from England 
it ie decreasing. Three machines of Amer- 
ican make are sold to one of English. The 
tiree departments of France which rank 
first in the use of the wheel are Paris, 
Gironde, and Marne. There is but one fac- 
tory in Marne. Mr. Prickitt gives some 
valuable information to shippers on the 
cost of placing goode on the French market. 
The duty on 220 pounds is $48.25, and the 
freight from New York to Havre $6 to $8 
on forty cubic feet. George H. Jackson, 
Consul at La Rochelle, mentions the exce!l- 
lent condition of the roads for wheeling 
and appends a list of dealers in his depart- 
ment. ‘ 


Open Market in Sweden. 

The report from Sweden is by Robert 
8. 8S. Bergh at Gothenburg. “ The use of 
bicycies,”” he says, “has greatly increased 
with the introduction of less expensive 
wheels. In the cities a great many work- 
men own bicycles. There are sixteen 
Bicycle factories in Sweden. Bicycles are 
imported from England, the United States, 
and Germany, and there are no discrimina- 
tions in customs. The port charge on 
bicycles amounts to 1 per cent of the duty 
paid. to which should be added about seven 
cents warehouse dues for each bicycle. The 
dues for bicycles placed in bonded ware- 
houses also amount to 1 per cent of the 
aduty. Bicycles retail in prices ranging from 
| 308.80 to $53.60 and some are even sold as 
low as $42.88. 

Bicycles are said bo be in general use even 
in mountainous Switzerland. The condition 
of the roads, however, creates a demand for 
@ special kind of wheel. A. Lieberknecht, 
Consul at Zurich, tn his report, lays down 
this rule: The only wheels suitable for 
this country are those with strong rims, 
thick, non-slipping tires, reliable brakes, 
Apring saddles, and mud guards. This out- 
fit should be made imperative for every 
wheel imported inta this country. The 
Majority of cycles are imported from Ger- 
many. The United States follows. The 


_@uty is $13.51 on 220 pounds.”’ 


E. 8. Cunningham, Consu! at Aden, says: 
“The bicycle is used only by European and 
‘American residents here. The natives have 
not adopted its use, accounted for, as a 
rule, by their poverty, and the: roads are 
mot such as would attract a whéeelman. 
The greater number of bicycles is imported 
from the United States. There is no duty 
on bicycles or repairs in Arabia, but a 
port charge for landing.”’ 


Two Wheels in Tamatave. 


“There are two bicycles at Tamatave 
owned by Frenchmen,” is the eccurate nu- 
merical report which Consul M. W. Gibbs 
is able to make from Madagascar. The 
roads are nearly all ankle deep in sand and 
‘the country is. mountainous. Mr. Gibbs 
gives a number of the “ leading importers,” 
end remarks that they have each reported 
about two machines in the last two years. 

At Singapore,-in the Straits settlements, 
Consul General E. Spencer Pratt says bi- 
cycles are general use among the Euro- 
Laue, oud to some extent among the natives. 
noe Toads are ideal and there are no manu- 
fagturers in the country, a promising status 
for. foreign manufacturers. There are no 
port, charges.

Plan of the Campaign. 


Each member of the association will be 
furnished a certificate of membership, bear- 
ing its corporate seal, to be framed and 
conspicuously displayed in a front window, 
entitling such member to the patronage of 
other members of the corporation. Further 
than this, all employés of members will be 
furnished with cards attesting the fact they 
are employed by members.

River Improvement Committee of the 
Real Estate Board Takes Pre- 


liminary Action. 
The River Improvement committee of the 


Real. Estate board held a meeting. yesterday 
afternoon to consider a plan for @ joint com- 


mission to promote the lowering or removal | 


of-the tunnels. The plan was submitted by 
Chairman James B. Galloway, and provides 
for the appointment of a commission to con- 
sisthof two representatives of the municipal- 
ity and. delegates from the Chicago River 
Improvement association, the Real Estate 
board, and the three principal street railroad 
companies. 

While approving the idea in its tentative 
form the committee appointed Mr. Galloway 
and Joseph Downey a subcommitteé to con- 
fer with Mayor Harrison and the other allied 
interests to see if the scheme meets their 
approval. The comimission is designed to 
ee the entire river improvement mat- 

er. 

“The attitude of the committee has been 
somewhat anticipated,”’ Mr. Galloway said 
later. ‘* Before taking final action on this 
matter we intend to ascertain whether it 
meets the approval of Mayor Harrison, the 
River Improvement association, and the 
street railway companies, all these interests 
being as deeply concerned as we are in the 
development of the river. A commission of 
this kind would readily accomplish results.

Vice President Chappell of the Chicago

Vice President and General Manager Chap- 
pell ef the Chicago and Alton has just re- 
turned from a trip East. He says he has 
had several conferences with the leading 
members of the syndicate which has secured 
control of the Chicago and Alton. 

Nothing was said as regards changes in 
the management of the road, but the new 
owners expressed a determination to put 
the road in the best possible physical con- 
dition.

He is inclined to think 
that some strong financial man of New 
York will be chosen for this position to give 
his entire attention to the financial 
affairs of. the road, which, for the 
first year at least, will require close at- 
tention. There seemed to be a general de- 
sire among the members of the new syndi- 
cate President Blackstone should consent to 
serve on the new Board of Directors. 


Trouble Over Tourist Rates. 

Tourist rates to Eastern resorts for the 
eoming season will be the principal subject 
for discussion at a meeting of the General 
Passenger Agents of the Central Passenger 
association in this city today. 

There is a serious misunderstanding be- 
tween the various roads regarding this mat- 
ter. The differential lines claim to be en- 
titled to a differential rate on this business 
as well as on regular first-class business. 
The standard lines will not allow this and 
insist that the tourist rates must be the 
same via all lines. i 

Should the differential lines put in effect 
differential rates on tourist business not- 
withstanding the opposition of the standard 
lines the latter, it is believed, will embrace 
the opportunity to inaugurate a general 
war against the whole differential rate 
principle. 

General Passenger Agents of the trans- 
continental lines will meet in Omaha today 
to consider rates for the National Educa- 
tional association, which holds its annual 
convention in Los Angeles next July, and the 
extension of the -hhomeseekers’ excursions. 

On the question of ‘rates for the National 
Educational association there is apt to be 
some lively discussion. The Santa Fé is 
making demands in the shape of differentials 
in its favor which will not be granted by 
the other roads unless present signs fail.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A special meeting of the Executive committee of 
the Chicago Underwriters’ association to consider 
a second time ahe request of Mr. Yerkes for a re- 
duction of the rate on the North Chicago Street 
railway company to 75 cents will be held at 4 
o'clock this afternoon, and at that time the com- 
mittee will be petitioned again to call a special 
meeting of the association to vote on the request. 
‘The vote of the committee last week was six to five 


against the proposition. Considerable missionary 


work has been done since then by the agents who 
comtrol the lines of the three street railway com- 
panies in the city, but whether this will influence 
the vote cannot be predicted. It is now practically 
settled that if the request of the North Chicago 
Street railway company for a reduction is granted 
a similar rate will be asked for the West Chicago 
and the Chicago City companies, The North Chi- 
cago rate now averages about $1.21, the West Chi- 
cago, $1.19, and the Chicago City, $1.30. 


Secretary R. J. Smith of the Traders’ Insurance 
company of Chicago says regarding the recent 
heavy fire loswees: ‘‘ Those who have examined the 
list of fires anl fire losses in the daily press during 
the last ninety days certainly do not consider that 
the present is a favorable time to dream of reduc- 
ing rates for fire premiums. These lists are long, 
and while they do not tell the whole story, they 
reveal enough to satisfy any one that there can be 
no profits to the companies on any such low basis 
rates as now prevail.’*

CAR LINE MEASURE. 


{niimates to His Friends He Will Give 

 Disapproval to the Document An- 
mulling the Allen Law Hecause of 
lis Rearing on the Frontage Clause 
of the City and Village Act-—Law- 
yers at Work to Rule Upon Legal 
Point Involved. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Spring‘teld, March 6. 

Tt is an even betting proposition that Gov- 
ermor Tanner will veto the street car bill. 
His inclinations seem to be all in that di- 
rection. Hetalks that way to all. of his 
friends. 

tie has taken the matter up himself. His 

desk at the State House is covered with law 
books, copies of the statutes of the State, 
Supreme Court decisions, works on constitu- 
tional questions, and journals of old Gen- 
eral Assemblies. 
’ Last night the Governor had made up his 
mind to veto the bill. He said as much toa 
number of people, declaring the bill was un- 
éonstitutional. He said if he approved the 
bill it would repea) section 90 of the city and 
Village act—a repeal by implication; that the 
street car companies would be without any 
restraint as respects frontage, and that al! 
they would have to do would be to go Intoa 
Common Council and get al! the streets they 
Tight want. 

He realized the fact, he said, that there is 
& great political question involved, and pos- 
sibly a party exigency. To his idea, how- 
éver, there was a question in it bigger than 
party—one that involved the rights of the 
people. 

This morning he went over to the State 
House and sent forthe bill. Everybody sup- 
posed the precious document had been duly 
receipted for by the proper officer in the 
Governor's department and was on the Gov- 
ternor’s desk. The bill,,however, had been 
returned from the Senate to the House and 
the clerk of the House had locked it up tn his 
@esk and gone home to Decatur. 


Gets the Bill Today. 

Up to 4 o'clock this afternoon, according 
to. Statements of parties in authority in 
the Governor's office, the bill had not been 
received by the Chief Executive. He will 
probably get it in the morning, and then he 
will have, under the constitution, ten days 
Within which to consider it. He can either 
“pprove it, veta it, or allow it to become a 
law without his signature. 

The Governor feels quite keenly .the ac- 
tion of the Senate in refusing to accede to 
fils request that a frontage clause be in- 
serted in the bilt. He is inclined to take 
‘this as a persona! reflection. 

Bright and early this morning the Gev- 
ernor called to his assistance some of the 
best attorneys in Illinois and gave them 
printed copies of the bill, saying he wanted 
an opinion on its effects as quickly as the 
gravity of the case would warrant. These 
lawyers will render their decisions in a 
day or two, and in the meantime the chances 
are other lawyers of repute will be asked by 
the Chief Executive to render written opin-, 
iohe on the proposition. 

The Governor is being bombarded with 
telegrams from Chicago and Peoria asking 
him to approve the measure as quickly as 
possible. The Republican city convention 
comes tomorrow in Chicago, and some of 
the Republicans want to read in the con- 


vention @ telegram announcing that the | 


bill has been signed. The Peoria people 
hope that action will be taken instanter, be- 
cause a fifty-year franchise is hanging in 
the balance there.

LAWYERS DENY TANNER’S Locic 


Cite Supreme Court That Repeal of the 
Allen Act Does Not Affect Frontage 
ames in a Former Statute. 


Lawyers were a unit yesterday in de- 
claring absolutely groundless Governor Tan- 
ner’s professed fear that the repeal of the 


Alien law carries with it a repeal of para-. 


graph 90 of the cities and villages incorpora- 
tion act and thereby will leave street rail- 
way ilegisiation without the protection of 
that paragraph. They point to the fact 
that the Supreme Court has decided the 
matter in express terms. and that para- 
Graph 90 of the cities and villages act stands 
Whether the Allen law is repealed or not. 
This paragraph is the one providing that 
before a City Council can grant a fran- 
chige to a street railway company it must 
Rave @ petition asking for it, signed by the 
Owners of the property along the street 
fepresenting more than half the frontage 
eflected. A provision similar to it was in-

as a part of the general public, to contro! and 
limit the action of the Council, which represents 
them as their agent. It is a doctrine which cannot 
too often be called to mind that the city holde the 
fee of the streets in trust for the benefit of the 
public. It follows naturally ae a corollary from 
this doctrine that the power, to use the streets is 
conferred on the Council also for the benefit of 
the public, including the owners of property 
abutting upon the streets to be used. That power 
lies dormant until the requisite number of owners 
authvurize its exercise by petition. When they do 
so the limitation on the power of the Council no 
longer exists. That body is then prepared. to 
deal with the railroad companies, and not before. 
It is claimed, however, the horse and dummy act 
is a separate and independent act, eomplete in 
itself and intended as a substitute for all previous 
légisiation in regard to the subject matter. In 
behalf of this position the rule is invoked that a 
subsequent statute revising the whole subject 
matter of a former one, although it contairis no 
express words to that effect, operates as a repea!) 
of the former. | 
rule cam have no application in the present 
case. The horse and dummy act does not revise 
the whole subject matter of the general act for 
the incorporation of cities and villages. It does 
not even revise the whole subject matter embraced 
in paragraph 90, because that paragraph has ref- 
erence to “ally steam railroad company'’’; that 
is to say, to all kinds of steam railroad companies, 
while the horse and Gummy act refers only to the 
kind of steam railroad company known as a 
dummy railroad company. 


Attorney _Hunt’s Opinion. 


Attorney General Hunt, who tried the case 
in question and won it, had the following to 
red about the effect of this decision yester- 

y: 

“ The act relating to cities\and villages was 
passed in 1872. Paragraph 90 of section 63 
of said act provides that the City Council 
shall have no power to grant the right to lay 
a street railway track in any of the streets 
except on petition of the owners of the land 
representing more than one-half of the 
frontage. ‘The horse and dummy act was 
passed in 1874. That aq@ contained no pro- 
vision for the consent of the owners of 
frontage. . When that case of Hunt vs. The 
Chicago Horse and Dummy Railway Com- 
pany was begun it was insisted by counsel 
for the defendant that the horse and dummy 
act was of itself a complete law relating to 
street railways, and re led that clause of 
the cities and villages (paragraph 90) re- 
quifing the consent of owners of more than 
one-half the frontage. That point was made 
and insisted on in argument in the Circuit 
Court of Cook County, where the case was 
begun, in the Appellate Court for the First 
District, and the Supreme Court of the State. 
The Supreme Court decided squarely there 
was no inconsistency between the cities and 
villages act and the horse and dummy act, 
and that paragraph 90 of the former was not 
Tepealed by the horse and dummy act. 

“If the old horse and dummy act was not 
so far inconsistent with’ paragraph 90 as to 
repeal said pa h, then I can see no 
ground on which ft could be claimed the re- 
vised horse and dummy act, as pasved by 


+ the Legislature last week, should have the 


effect of repealing said paragraph... in other 
words, the bill as passed last week is no more 
inconsistent wit paragraph 90 than the old 
one. Tre mere fact that the Allen law of 
1897 contained some provisions similar to 
paragraph 90, and that the Alien law has 
been repealed, will not affect the provisions 
of the cities and villages act.’’

| PREPARE TO AVOID SMALLPOX. 


Health and Police Departments Take 
Precautionary Measures to Keep 
' Disease Out of Chicago. 


The continued spread of smallpox to places 


tn close communication with Chicago, which . 


makes it only a question of time when cases 
of the disease will appear in this city, has 
caused the Health Corhmissioner, Dr. 
Reynoldg, to make special efforts to limit 
its spread should the contagion be intro- 
duced. 

In a communication to the General Super- 
intendent of Police he points out that ex- 


perience shows that the first cases are usu- 


ally among tramps, immigrants, and other 
transients. Not knowing what else to do 
when stricken with disease, they often ap- 
ply to police officers on their beats or at 
stations, and frequently at the City Hall. 
In this way the contagion is widely spread, 
and has thus given rise to or aggravated the 
most severe epidemics of the past. ‘ 

To provide against this danger a thor- 
oughly disinfected ambulance is now sta- 
tioned night and day in the Randolph street 
court between the City and County Build- 
ings, and police officers are instructed that 
no small pox suspect should be taken or al- 
lowed to come into the City. Hall under any 
circumstances, but should be taken as 
quickly as possible to this ambulance and 
confined therein until the Health department 
has taken charge of the case. 

Similar provision is being made for the 
isolation and care of suspects at each police 


station, and public vaccinators are every. 


night visiting and vaccinating at the lodg- 
ing-houses, of which there are upwards of 


a hundred, with a floating population of be- : 


tween. 10,000 and 12,000. 
«Dr. Reynolds renews his advice that every 
person who has not been successfully vac- 
cinated or revaccinated since the epidemic 
of 1894-'95 should have the operation at once 
performed with the glycerinated vaccine 
lymph used by the department. 
Although the epidemic of influenza is 
gradually subsiding, the effects of the dis- 
ease are still seen in the high death rate 
from other maladies which it complicates. 
Pneumonia is the disease most seriously af- 
fected, but tuberculosis and other chronic 
diseases show fatalinfiluence. {Ccarlet fever, 
which during the previous week seemed to 
be under control, agafn manifests its ma lig- 
namey. The total number of deaths for the 
week ending March 4 was 567. The number 
of births reported wes 531. 


WORKMEN SHARE PROSPERITY. 


Increasing List of Mills and Factories 
Reopening and Others Rais- 


ing Wages. 


Zanesville, O., March 6.—[Special.]—At the 
Ohio Iron company works, which are being 
operated by a receiver because of a disagree- 
ment among the stockholders, the 400 work- 
men were notified today of a 10 per cent in- 
crease in their wages, to take effect April 1. 

Pittsburg, Pa., March 6.—The Baker Chain 
company advanced the wages of all em- 
ployés today from 5 to 10 per cent. The in- 
crease affects 300 men. The strike at the 
Schoon Pressed Steel company-is still on. 
An advance of 10 per cent in wages was 
made by the firm on Saturday, but the men 
are not satisfied, and the car department is 
atill idle. 

Tamaqua, Pa., March 6.—The Vulcan iron 
works, which are controlled by Wilkesberre 
capitalists, and have been idle more than a 
year, will shortly resume operations with 
contracts on hand that will require a year’s 
time to complete. ; 

Greenville, Pa’, March 6.—Notices. have 
been posted at Kimberly's rolling mills, an- 
nouncing an increase of 10 per cent in wages 
in all departments except tonnage men, 
whose wages are controlled by the Amal!l- 
gamated association. Twenty furnaces are 
in operation, and more wil! be put on ina 
few days.

BIBLE STUDENTS AS DETECTIVES 


Northwestern University q 
Faculty, and Boys Themsé¢lves Hunt- 
ing “ Blind Pigs” in Evanston. 


The trustees and faculty of Northwestern 
University have been doing detective work 
that promises to solve the liquor question in 
Evanston, and they have been doing it so 
quietly hot even the police were aware a 
crusade wason. It isnot the intention of the 
authorities of the Evanston institution to 
give the results to the public. The work is 
too extensive, however, to be kept quiet, and 
the scheme of action leaked out. 

The university owns a large per cent of 


the property in Evanston, and has rented 


out most of it on ninety-nine year leases. In 
each of these leases is a clause which pro- 
hibits the sale and use of intoxicating liquors 
on the property, and this clause the trustees 


intend shall be enforced. Along Davis street 


are buildings on university land, and in sev- 
eral of these structures are the suspected 
haunts of “ blind pigs.’’. On the boulevards 
of.the town and along the lake shore are 
many private residences on the land of the 
institution, and to some of these liquor is 
delivered. The trustees say these abuses 
must cease. | 

The trustees will on suspicion give the 
tenant of the property warning. They do 
not intend to appeal to the law unless it is 
necessary, but will force thé tenant by can- 
celing his lease. 

To enforce this clause in the lease the 
faculty dre understood to have not only em- 
ployed students at the Garrett Biblical Insti- 
tute, but also to have gone out themselves. 
Every cigar store on university property is 
under shadow. It was thought some tire 
ago there was a league among’ the citizens 
of the city which secured evidence and 
handed it over to the police, but the members 
of the brotherhood have proved to be the

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T. W. BLATCHFORD SAYS M’DONALD’S 


ACT PRECEDED BARON’S SHOT. 


Coal Dealer Testifies for the Defense 


in the Von Biedenfeld Murder Trial 
ef the Affray—_ 


~Telis the Story 
Eight Witneases Swear They Heard 
Conetable Make Threats Against 
the Prisoner—Evidence About’ the 
Poisoned Bullets. 


Baron von Biedenfeld's formal defense to 
the charge of murder was opened yester- 
Gay. He had the day all to himself, ex- 
cept for so much of it as the prosecution 
employed for cross examination. None but 


witnesses for the defense were heard. It 


was expected two more State witnesses 
would” appear, but they did not, and the 
court day began with Attorney Forrest call- 
ing for witnesses in behalf of the accused 
nobleman. 

Witnesses who had testimony to give of 
threats made by McDonald were called. 
All were subjected to sharp cross-examina- 


' | tlon for the purpose of eliciting facts dam- 


aging to themselves. One of the witnesses, 
who heard the expression about “‘ Turks ” 
being cowards on the night of the shoot- 
ing in Redpath's saloon, was Thomas W. 
Blatchford, the coal dealer. He was s0 
sorely offended by the way Assistant State's 
Attorney Smith asked him if he was ever 
indicted that he made a scene at the ad- 
journment of court. Mr. Forrest, however, 
him away from the m 
cutor. 


Puts Menace on McDonald. 


The importance of Blatchford’s testimony 
to the defense makes him the staron that 
side of the noted case. He was within two 
feet of both men when the fatal shot was 
fired. So, for that matter, were seven other 
witnesses, who testified for the prosecution; 
but he says he saw McDonald's right hand 
move toward his right hip pocket, in which 
he carried his revolver. Instantly, Blatch- 
ford says, the right hand of the Baron flew 
from the Baron's right front trousers pocket 
and a shot was fired that was followed in- 


| stantly by another shot, 


Blatchford is the first witness who has 
given positive testimony regarding what 
McDonald did with his right hand immedi- 
ately before the Baron fired. The two Sulli- 
vans and Barringer, the Board of Trade men; 
Berriman, t®e cigar dealer; Buttimer, the 
policeman; and Redpath and Blankenhorn, 
the saloon men, testified they did not see 
McDonald reach for his revolver, but they 
were not positive what movement, if any, he 
made with his right hand. The issue is 
whether the Baron shot in self-defense. 

Only four hours before the shooting Blatch- 
ford and the Baron met for the first time, 
Blatchford testified. They were made ac- 
quainted in the barroom of the Grand Pacific 
Hotel. Although Blatchford had much busi- 
ness to attend to that afternoon, the Baron 
accompanied him, and after visiting many 
places they brought up in the saloon of E. T. 
Redpath, 43 Jackson boulevard, shortly be- 
fore 60'clock. The story Blatchford told of 
what happened in the saloon agreed with the 
stories of the preceding eye-witnesses until 
the moment immediately before the Baron 
withdrew his right hand from his trousers 
pocket with a little, black, hammerless, 
quick-acting revolver in it. The cross-ex- 
amination of Blatchford will be finished this 
morning. 


Tell of McDonald’s Threats. 


Nine witnesses were heard who testified to 
the character of McDonald. Eli of them 
said they had heard McDonald e threats 
against the Baron. Jason W. Firestone, 
who formerly worked for the Berry De- 
tective Agency uavler McDonald, said he 
heard him say he would blow the Baron's 
Dutch head off.”” George W. Riggs, man- 
ager of the New York Life Insurance com- 
pany, said he heard McDonald say one day 
to the Baron he would “ get even with him 
yet.”” Thomas W. Fay, 414 Forty-fifth place, 
said he heard McDonald say of the Baron: 
“T’ll kill him if he fools with me and he 
knows it.”” Fay admitted he had borrowed 
$1,250 of the Baron and had not paid him. 

“ Did you borrow of any other persons?” 
asked Attorney Todd. | 

*O, yes Of two or three other 5 per cent 
money loaners.”’ 

“ Are you angry with the prisoner?” 

** No, because I got the best of him.”’ 

“Mat” Weirich, a barkeeper in Beck’s 
saloon, 504 Sheffield avenue, said a man 
came into his place on Nov. 17, five days be- 
fore McDonald was shot, and began talking 
of revolvers. The man drew one from his 
pocket. 

* He told me it was the only he was 
ever afraid said Weirich. ‘‘I asked 
him why, and he said the bullets were poil- 
seoned. He also said they were hollow imthe 
front end, and when they struck an object 
they spread out and the poison scattered 
and four prongs stuck out. He showed me 
the holes that held the poison a@@ took a pin 
and pricked some of it out. He said he was 
carrying that revolver for just one man in 
the worki. Afterwards I was told he was 
Charlie McDonald, who had been killed by 
the Baron.” 


Attorney Pratt’s Testimony. 

Frank Fay Pratt, the lawyer who defended 
Chris Merry, also testified to hearing Mc- 
Donald say he would kill the Baron. Pratt 
is a student of palmistry, and he had just 
read McDonald's palm lines and told him 
they indicated he would have a direful 
end. 

“Well, I have only one enemy in the 
world,’’ Pratt quoted McDonald as 
ing. 
‘do’ that German Baron.”’ 

*** You'll come to a violent end,’ I said to 
him,”’ testified Pratt. ‘*‘I don’t care, I'll 
“do’’ him yet,’ was his reply.” 

Another character witness was David 
Lewinsohn, a saloonkeeper, who once trav- 
eled as a policeman with McDonald. He 
said he found a check on the floor of his 
saloon, and while he was.trying to make out 
the name of the one who signed it McDonald 
came im He asked McDonald if he could 
decipher the name. 

“ Why, that’s the Baron von Biedenfeld,”’ 
he testified that McDonald exclaimed, ‘*‘ and 
if I get mixed up with him I'll blow his head 
off.”’ 

The check was for $250, he said, and was 
payable to Sanger Pullman. He said one 
day he showed it to Constable Goodrich, 
who walked off with it and never came back. 

“McDonald was. a goodhearted fellow,” 
added Lewinsohn, “ but if he got ‘ sore’ on 
a man he would try to ‘ do’ him.” 

Benjamin Bttelson, 4057 Prairie avenue, 
who wore a silk hat and was once on the po- 
lice force, said he got a revolver for Mc- 
Doneld in a State street pawnshop about 
two years ago. 

“I want it to take a shot at a Dutchman,” 
he said McDonald told him. : 

Mrs. Edith M. Pinkham, who was a ste- 
nographer for the Berry Detective Agency, 
testified McDonald had the reputation of 
being a bad, dangerous, brutal, and revenge- 
ful man. Thomas B. Courtney, 211 South 


Wood street, said he also heard McDonald 


make threats against “a Dutchman.”” The 
defense offered to show that Von Biedenfeld 
once sought to have McDonald put under 
peace bonds, but that was ruled out. The 
Baron will take the stand either today or 
tomorrow. 


OPPOSE ABOLITION OF CANTEEN 


Officers at Army Headquarters Disap- 
prove of Clause in the Reorganiza- 
tion Law—Colonel Barr Talks. 


Officials at army headquarters are opposed 
to that provision in the army regulation 
law which abolishes canteens at military 
posts. Colonel Thomas F'. Barr, Judge Ad- 
vocate of the Department of the Lakes, said 
yesterday: 

“‘ My personal opinion is the change is un- 
wise and is not for the best interests of the 
temperance cause. This is especially true 
at the frontier posts. When canteens are 
abolished a large number of saloons where 
villainous whisky te sold will spring up just 
outside the borders of the various reserva- 
tions and the soldiers will drink just as 
much as ever. Experience has shown that 
where good canteens have been maintained 
the men behave better. No inducment is 
offered for the men to leave the reservation. 
The most vigorous advocates of temperance 
at military posts are the owners of the whis- 
ky shacks located just outside the Nmits.” 

At Fort Bheridan the men are 
in their opposition to the move. For three 
years the soldiers have derived a profit of 
$1,000 a month from selling beer to them- 
selves on the government reservation. —

He was long engaged m litiga- 
tion with his brother-in-law, who was the 
executor of his father’s estate. Mr. Young 
was disappointed because he was not named 
as executor, and contested his brother-in- 
law in handling the estate. During Mr. 
Young's visits here the last few years he 
enacted the role of evangelist, and frequent- 
ly addressed prisoners’ and young men’s 
meetings. Mr. Young’s wife, who was buried 
here Feb. 26, came from a prominent Allen- 
town family, and had infiuential connec- 
tions. Her brothers defrayed the funeral ex- 
penses. One of her brothers pays for the 
tuition of Mr. Young’s daugther Ruth at 
Smith College. Upon graduation she will 
receive, through the influence of a wealthy 
Chicago man, a salaried position. Mr. 
Young’s father was one of the pioneer shoe 
manufacturers of eastern Pennsylvania, 
and one of the founders of the Republican 
party in Lehigh County, being long prom- 
inent in its councils. 


Investigation of the Probate Court records 
yesterday showed that of the estates in- 
trusted to WilHam 8S. Young under his official 
bond as Public Guardian, there are fifteen 
which are not yet recorded as settled. What 
amounts are still payable in these estates 
cannot be told, as Mr. Young isthe only per- 
son who knows what payments have been 
made in each -.case and his accounts are 
locked up in his safe. The estates, with the 
dates when they passed into his hands, and 
as far as ascertainable their/value at that 
time, are as follows: . .
